Fresh Impetus Is Given South Mountain Fair 
Making It the Only Strictly Agricultural 
Exposition in the State of Pennsylvania 


Exhibits of Farm Prod­ 
ucts And Handiwork 
Will Be Features 
At 
Arendts­ 
ville. 


A fter a lapse of two years, the 
South Mountain F air will be held next 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
“bigger and better than ever” at the 
beautiful Union Park, one mile north 
of Arendtsville, along the picturesque 
Narrows road. 
Listed as the largest and only strict­ 
ly agricultural exposition in Pennsyl­ 
vania, the South Mountain F air this 
year promises to be the forerunner of 
similarly 
successful 
events 
down 
through the years, each succeeding 
fair vying with the one before to be 
“bigger and better than ever.” 
From a small beginning, the origin 
of which is believed to be found in the 
joint picnics of the Sunday Schools 
and congregations of the Lutheran and 
Reformed churches in Arendtsville, the 
South Mountain Fair this year has 
cast aside its purely local character 
and become a typical exhibition for 
all of Adams county. 
To accommodate the increase in 
entries in the various departm ents, 
and to put the fair on a permanent 
fooling, seventeen new buildings to 
house exhibits were erected this sum ­ 
mer. 
But indications are given that 
additional space will be needed. 
So 
lair officials have secured a number 
of tents to take care of the overflow 
of the permanent structures. 
Originally A One-Day Fair 
The first attem pt of the 
South 
Mountain Fair was in 1922, when a 
successful one-day affair was held on 
September 26. 
That beginning drew 
•o many exhibitors and such a large 
attendance th at the following year it 
was decided to increase the fair to 
two days. 
The 1923 effort surpassed 
the 
most 
glowing expectations of 
those in charge, but it was apparent 
that more buildings, additional ground 
and better facilities for competitive 
and commercial exhibitors were neces­ 
sary if the fair was to be held an­ 
other year. 
Proper management and direction 
were lacking and 
funds 
were 
not 
available in 1924 or 1925 to give the 
fair the impetus it required to revive 
it on a scale to justify the expendi­ 
ture of large sums of money and the 
giving of considerable work on the 
part of those in charge of depart­ 
ments. 
Representative Backers 
But the fair project was only dor 
m ant and not dead in the minds of 
those interested during the last two 
years, and foresighted men and women 
were looking ahead to the time when 
financial support would be forthcom­ 
ing and time and efforts could be given 
for the planning and conduct of the 
fair. 
Early in the spring of this year, 
prom inent men in the upper end of! 
Adams county decided to revive the 
South Mountain F air on a larger scale I 
than ever before; to secure financial! 
aid from a representative number of 
businessmen throughout Adams coun-j 
ty, and to conduct a fair along the 
lines laid down for other agricultural 
expositions. 
To that end an application for a 
charter of incorporation for the South 
Mountain Fair Association was filed 
in court here. 
In the application, it 
was stated that the objects of the 
fair w ife to be as follows: 
“Encouraging agriculture and 
holding bf agricultural exhibits of 
farm products In the interests of 
stock 
raising, 
grain, 
poultry, 
handiwork, fruit, dairy products, 
paying premiums upon exhibits 
thereof, and the transaction of all 
such lawful bittiness necessary 
and incident to such agricultural 
associations.” 
Arendtsville was designated as the 
place of business of the association, 
which was to have no capital stock. 
Certificates of membership, however, 
were to be issued to subscribers and 
members of the association.

13 Pure-bred Chester 
Whites; Heaviest 
On Record In 
County. 


“Blood will tell in livestock as well 
as in humans,” R. E. Underwood, 
county farm agent, said today after 
weighing the record ton litter pro­ 
duced to date in Adams county. 
A litter of 13 pure bred Chester 
White pigs was weighed this morn­ 
ing on Knouse Brothers* farm , near 
Biglerville, and was found to aggre­ 
gate 2808 pounds a t the end of the 
180-day feeding period. 
The “m other” of this champion lit­ 
ter of pigs is out of a ton litter her- 
self, having taken third 
prize 
as 
junior gilt at the state farm pro­ 
ducts’ show, H arrisburg, 
in 
1924, 
She is a “sister” 
of 
the 
grand 
cl^ampioij sow at th at show, 
and 
Knouse Brothers paid $100 for hbr at 
the auction which followed the an­ 
nual exhibition. 
This is the third litter the pigs she 
has farrowed and of the 35 pigs born 
to her, 30 have been raised to m a­ 
turity. 
The grand dam of the present lit­ 
ter is “Captola May,” also owned by 
Knouse Brothers. 
This sow, now 
with a 7-pig litter, has farrowed 109 
pigs in seven litters, of which 62 have 
been raised to m aturity. 
The weights of the 13 pigs in the 
litter weighed today by County Agent 
Underwood, Reuben 
Lower, O. 
S. 
Knouse and A. Dale Knouse are 220, 
190, 208, 173, 240, 204, 261, 233, 220, 
193, 249, 210 and 201. 
The litter was fed on the standard 
balanced ration recommended by the 
extension departm ent of State Col­ 
lege, corn, oats, middlings and tank­ 
age, with some alfalfa and rape pas­ 
ture. 
The feed cost for the 180-day feed­ 
ing period was $170.79. 
If the hogs 
were sold a t the prevailing price for 
pork they would yield $420.30, or a 
net profit pf $249.71. 
“Captola May” and her litter and 
the present champion litter and the 
sow which farrowed it will be shown 
by Knouse Brothers a t the 
South 
Mountain Fair next week.

UNDERPASS FOR 
CROSSING AT 
GARDNERSSTARTS 


No Decision Has Been 
Reached on Barricad­ 
ing Present Road 
Across Railway 
Tracks. 


W hether the present grade crossing 
in Gardners 
will 
be barricaded on 
cither side of the Reading railroad 
tracks or allowed 
to 
remain unob­ 
structed could not be learned as em ­ 
ployes 
of 
the 
Horst 
Construction 
Company today began excavating for 
the new concrete road around the 
western border of Gardners and the 
underpass under the Reading tracks 
by which the highway departm ent will 
eliminate the present grade crossing. 
The m atter of building the under­ 
pass and the elimination of the grade 
crossing was the basis of a hearing 
before the state public service com­ 
mission several weeks ago, and as yet 
the commission has not announced a 
decision, so fa r as could be learned. 
Get Order To Start 
Word was received at the local office 
of the state 
highway 
departm ent; 
Thursday, to instruct the contractor of 
the road from Mt. Holly Springs to a 
point south of Bendersville, to pro­ 
ceed with the building of the under­ 
pass and the road around the town 
of Gardners. 
This information was 
communicated to the Horst company 
officials on the job, and work was be­ 
gun today. 
It was revealed today by J. L. Wil­ 
liams, attorney for the Adams county 
commissioners, th at the commission­ 
ers, at a meeting ten days ago, passed 
a resolution, authorizing the expendi­ 
ture of $9,000 toward helping to pay 
for the underpass, provided the pres-, 
ent grade crossing in Gardners would 
remain unobstructed. 
The commissioners have received no 
word as to w hether their offer of finan- 
cian assistance had been accepted or 
rejected by the state highway depart­ 
ment, R. E. Deardorff, clerk, said to­ 
day. 
Inform ation also was lacking 
as to whether or not the highway de­ 
partm ent had 
accepted 
the offer of 
$31,000, made by the Reading rail­ 
road to build the underpass, provided 
the present grade crossing is barri­ 
caded. 
Nevertheless, the highway depart­ 
ment is proceeding with the building 
of the underpass, but the effect such 
construction will have on the Gard­ 
ners crossing remains obscure.

Another of G ettysburg’s fast dwin­ 
dling veterans died this morning when 
John N. Sachs, 87, succumbed at his 
home along the Em m itsburg road a ft­ 
er a lingering illness. 
Mr. Sachs, a native of Germany, 
was brought to this country when 
but IO months old, his parents settin g 
in Adams county. He became a farm ­ 
er and when the Civil W ar came, en­ 
listed immediately. A fter serving one 
enlistment he re-entered the service 
with the 21st Pennsylvania Cavalry, 
Company B, and served with that 
regiment until the close of hostilities.

Adams County Play­ 
ed Their Part In 
Revolution, Rec­ 
ords Show.

Arendtsville. 
The home of the South Mountain 
Fair is in Adams county, Pennsyl­ 
vania, which section is known the 
world over because the decisive battle 
of the Civil W ar was fought on the 
soil at Gettysburg and because of 
this momentous event, save in the 
minds of a few. Adams county’s his­ 
tory begins in 1863. 
Look back 208 years, to 1718, and 
you see the first permanent white set­ 
tler west of the Susquehanna, Hana 
Stedm an, taking up his abode in Ad­ 
ams county’s southern portion. Again 
170 years ago, 1756, our boys from 
this county manned Fort Littleton, 
near MeConnelsburg, and kept the 
brunt of the French and Indian W ar 
away from our soil? t hey helped cot 
the Forkes road to relieve Colonel 
George W ashington, and September 
8, 1756, when the allied Indian power 
was broken at Kittaning our boys par­ 
ticipated. 
Before leaving home our boys built 
a block house or fort on the then 
Menallen-Franklin township line near 
the site of the South Mountain Fair 
grounds, but having always been vic­ 
torious' never needed to fall back to 
it as a fort and kept conflicts of the 
French and Indian W ar off our soil. 
Had Only Two Raids 
Only two Indian raids evaded the 
vigilance of our boys, the one in which 
the Jamison family, of the Buchanan 
Valley, was carried off and another in 
w’hich the Bard family, of southern 
Adams county, suffered a like fate. 
The

statue representing 
Mary Jamison is located but a few 
miles from the South Mountain Fair 
grounds along the scenic 
roadway

H arrisburg.—-More than half of the 
public w ater supplies along state high­

engineer 
of the departm ent, 
showed. 
Twenty-seven 
hundred 
miles 
of 
highway were covered this season by 
the health departm ent engineers and 
1,766 supplies were examined. 
Of 
these 744 were approved and 743 re­ 
jected and 279 still are pending, of 
which it is expected the m ajority will 
be closed.

Crossing Accidents in First Five 
Months of 1926. However, 
Increase Nearly IOO. 


Excepting the persons 
killed 
at 
highway crossings, there was a re­ 
duction in the first five months of 
1926 in fatal railway accidents to all 
classes of persons, it is pointed out 
by the Railway Age in its current 
issues, although there was an 
in­ 
crease in the volume of traffice han­ 
dles!, the number of railw ay employes 
and the train service rendered. 
That 
there was an increase in the number 
of fatal accidents only to persons at 
highway crossings is declared sig­ 
nificant, because the railways have 
little or no control over their con­ 
duct. The facts given ere summarized 
from a re p o rte r the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission which 
has 
just 
been issued. 
“The increase in the amount of 
train service rendered is indicated by 
the fact,” says the Railway Age, “that I 
in the first five months of last year 
locomotives were run about 704 million 
miles and in the first five months of. 
1926 about 734 million miles. 
The j 
number of employes shows an aver- j 
age increase of 22,343. 
The number ; 
of passengers killed declined from 52 
to 41. The number of employes killed 
on duty declined from 628 to 619. The i 
number of all persons killed who did 
not meet their deaths 
at 
highway 
crossings, including trespassers, de­ 
clined from 1,788 to 1,678.

other hand, the num ber killed 
at | 
highway crossings increased from 771 j 
to 859, or about i m per cent. 
“The railways every year, at a very \ 
high cost, elim inate a large number 
of highway crossings, but usually state 
and local authorities open more new 
highway crossings than are eliminated. 
Tho 
elimination 
of 
all 
highway 
crossings is a financial impossibility 
because it would require a capital in­ 
vestment almost as great as tho total 
<xisting investment in the railways,; 
on which the public would have to J 
pay# freight and passenger rates that 
would yield a return. 
Public Needs Education 
“There are two practical means of j 
substantially reducing highway cross­ 
ing accidents. 
One of these is to 
educate the public, and especially the 
drivers of automobiles, regarding the 
hazards incurred in crossing railway 
tracks without taking adequate pre- J 
cautions to make sure th at trains are 
not coming. The railways collectively 
and individually are constantly carry­ 
ing on campaigns for this purpose, 
but, while the problem presented is 
chiefly a public and not a railroad 
problem, they receive comparatively 
little help from government authori­ 
ties. 
“The second means available is that 
of passing and enforcing stricc laws 
requiring every pedestrian or driver of 
a vehicle to ‘stop, look and listen’ be­ 
fore crossing railway tracks. In some 
states there are such law s; in others 
there are not; and in states where 
they have been passed they usually 
are poorly enforced. 
“ Innumerable laws for the regula­ 
tion of railways are passed, but the 
facts 
regarding 
railw ay 
accidents 
seem#to indicate th at railw ay manage­ 
ments are more anxious to promote 
the safety of the public than are gov­ 
ernment authorities and the public 
itself.”

It was during this second visit he 
gave a concert in the court house at 
Williamsport and there met John F.

A visit to the land so impressed the 
violinist that he purchased a 12,000 
acre tract for $10,000 and set about 
to found a colony.

rived and the scheme began to attract 
country-wide attention. 
As a result 
many contributions of stock, farming 
implements and machinery were re­ 
ceived and among the contributors 
was Henry Clay, of Kentucky* win* 
gave blooded horses and cattle. 
Fo^r villages wore laid out: Cleona, 
New Norway, New Bergen and Wal­ 
halla. The christening of Oleona was 
a momentous event and to conclude 
the celebration Ole Bull took his vio­

and

entire gamut of human emotions. 
It was soon after this that the erec­ 
tion of his castle began on an eleva­ 
tion which commanded a sweeping 
view in three directions, the fourth 
being shut off by two towering moun­ 
tain peaks. 
The building was laid 
out with dimensions of 26 by 30 feet* 
and at its base was a retaining wall 
120 feet long and 16 feet high giv­ 
ing the site the appearance of a large 
fortress. 
After the work had gotten well un­ 
der way Mr. Bull began to feel the 
financial strain and again went upon 
the concert stage to recoup his for­ 
tunes. As the colonists had no means 
of~earning a livelihood some moved 
away, but others remained and in time 
became prosperous through the de- 
velpoment of the timber industry. 
After the failure of the scheme Mr. 
Bull was returned his purchase money. 
Ole Bull never returned to the scene 
of his endeavor, but the little village 
of Oleona, nesting in the southeast 
corner of Potter county, perpetuates 
his name in Pennsylvania.

Agriculture 
Depart­ 
ment Report Shows 
That Value Of 
Crops 
Leads 
All Others. 


Harrisburg.—Lancaster county con­ 
tinues to hold its place as the banner 
agricultural county of the state. 
Figures announced recently by the 
State 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
showing the value of farm crops and 
products and of livestock in t he vari­ 
ous counties in 1925, place Lancaster 
at the head with a total of $38,136,- 
676.00 worth. Its next door neighbor, 
York county, ranked second in the 
combined valuation with a total of 
$26,101,560.84. 
Chester 
was 
third 
with $21,614,241.95 and Berks fourth 
with $20,996,078.38. 
The state’s agricultural assets were 
placed at above a half million dollars, 
the figures for the various counties 
giving a total of $544,789,510. 
This 
was divided into three classes, one 
embracing the eight principal field 
crops together with apples, peaches 
and pears; the second made up of the 
valuation of live stock on the farms 
and the third the value of milk, eggs, 
wool and honey produced on the 
farms. The fruit and crop production 
for the state was placed at $258,645,- 
868; the live stock at $167,465,717 and 
the other products, $118,677,923. 
Lancaster county led the others in 
each of the three classes. The value 
of crops and fruit in the county was 
$20,767,147; of livestock, $11,048,838, 
and of dairy products, wool and honey, 
$6,320,692. 
York county was second 
in the value of its crops with $13,217,- 
230; second in livestock with $7,468,- 
362, and fourth in other products with 
$5,415,967. 
Chester county was fourth in crop 
values with $8,848,111; third in live­ 
stock valuation with $6,577,415 and 
second in the value of other products 
with $6,218,714.71. 
Berks was third 
in the value of its crops with $10,- 
447,343; fourth in livestock with $6,- 
038,356 and fifth in the value of its 
dairy products, wool and honey with 
$4,510,378. 
“The wide diversification of agri­ 
culture is an important factor in the 
stability and progress of the farming 
industry in Pennsylvania.” Secretary 
of Agriculture WilHti said, in com* 
menting on the figures.

out that 61 counties produced more 
than $1,000,000 worth of field and fruit 
crops last year.

Aids Thoroughbred Racing 
The amsement concessions at the 
state and county fairs have resulted 
in the building up of the carnival 
companies, which now are as firmly 
financed and as much a part of the 
business and investment structure as 
the circus or the movies. Horsemen 
declare that the county fair has done 
as much or more to develop the thor­ 
oughbred horse and improve both run­ 
ning and harness strains than all the 
jockey clubs in the nation. The races 
“in the sticks” probably are witnessed 
by larger audiences than visit the 
great race courses of the cities. 
The county fair has unquestionably 
done as much for the development of 
aviation as any other one thing ex­ 
cept the war. Long before the pres­ 
ent generation was bom the balloon 
ascension and parachute jump was a 
fixture of nearly every county exhibi­ 
tion, and in late years the stunt fivers 
have performed more spectacular feats 
over the heads of rural gatherings 
than ever were attempted on the 
French and Flanders battle front, so 
far as actual flying is concerned.

Motor Farm Tools 
Used In Hungary 


Budapest, Sept. 17.—The plodding 
peasants of Hungary are beginning to 
buy motor ploughs in larger number 
and trundle over their acres in true 
mid-western fashion. Last year more 
than half a million acres were plough­ 
ed by the motorized implements in 
this country, the number of machines 
having increased from 245 in 1914 to 
549 in 1925. Of motor tractors Hun­ 
gary now has more than a thousand.

Makes Rapid Progress From the 
East and Is Discovered at 
Harrisburg. 


NOW IS OPEN 


State College Will Give Exten­ 
sion Course by Mail During 
Coming Year. 


State College, Pa., Sept. 17.—An­ 
nouncement of a new correspondence 
course in flour milling to be offered 
for the first time this fall through the 
engineering extension department of 
the Pennsylvania State College w’as 
made here today by Professor J. O. 
Keller, head of the department. 
Designed 
particularly 
to fill the 
needs of practical millers and young 
men entering the milling industry 
who lack the time and the means to 
undertake the resident course in mill­ 
ing engineering, the new mail course 
is intensely practical and 
compre­ 
hensive. It was prepared by Professor 
B. W. Dedrick, head of the milling 
course at Penn State and a national 
authority on milling problems. Special 
arrangements have been made to have 
Mr. Dedricfc give his personal atten­ 
tion to the correction and 
advisory 
service on the lesson reports. 
In making the announcement, Pro­ 
fessor Keller stated that the course 
was prepared in response to a con­ 
tinuous and urgent demand from flour 
millers in all parts of the 
country. 
More than twenty topics, covering the 
scientific and practical phases of the 
subject, are included in the course. 


Appearance of the Japanese beetle 
in Harrisburg and the vicinity within 
the last few weeks has given officials 
of tho state department of agriculture 
an unexpected shock and the pros­ 
pect of unexpected difficulties in their 
fight to control the spread of the in­ 
sect. 
Adams county farm ers are 
warned to keep a sharp lookout for 
it. 
The beetle’s jump into this regiop 
was an unusually long one as its 
natural rate of travel is about 15 
miles a year and it was considered at 
r. safe distance from the Capital City. 
Efforts of federal and state officials 
in carrying on a quarantine in the 
eastern counties have been centered 
on preventing any more than the 
r atural spread while workinig at the 
ba me time to find means to combat 
the pest. 
The insect first appeared in the 
vicinity 
of 
Philadelphia. 
It 
was 
brought there, it is believed, in plants 
imported from Japan. 
Since then it 
has extended its depreciations in a 
gradually widening circle until early 
in the year it was found that an area 
of about 2,000 square miles in this 
state was affected. 
State and fed­ 
eral experts have united in the effort 
to control the pest and quarantine 
regulations, first started several years 
ago, have been extended to keep pace 
with tho travels of the be"tle. Under 
these regulations movements of various 
garden and farm products are subject 
to inspection. 
The beetle hit the eastern part of 
Brt-ks county this spring and several 
townships were included in the quar­ 
antine area. It was not expected the 
insect would get farther west and for 
that reason its unusually long hop 
into the Harrisburg section is hnus- 
ing some apprehension. It is believed 
to have traveled by automobile or 
train, rather than by its own wings. 
The experts who are fighting tne 
beetle believe that/uts control will be 
accomplished eventually by the use 
of natural enemies, such as seine 
forms of parasites. 
Some of these, 
brought from Japan, where the beetle 
is not the menace to agriculture that 
it has proven here, are now being 
used with some success. 
Just the 
same, it is well for Ada i s county 
farmers to keep a sharp lookout for 
the insect officials advise. 


PREMIUM UST 


Estimate Also Shows 
That It Leads Na­ 
tion’s Output By 
45 Per Cent and 
State’s by 15. 


Adams county’s commercial apple 
crop this year is estimated at 65 per 
cent above tfyat of last year and is 45 
per cent higher than the total esti­ 
mated crop for the United States, and 
15 per cent over the Pennsylvania es­ 
timate. 
No estimate of the number of bar­ 
rels to be produced in Adams county 
this year would be given 
by 
local 
growers, but for the state, as a whole, 
the estimated output will be 1,500,000 
barrels, 50 per cent above last year. 
The quality of the Pennsylvania 
fruit is generally good, says the re­ 
port of the State Department of Ag­ 
riculture. It is well-sized and free of 
damage from insects and disease. On 
August first, the average condition of 
all varieties in 139 
commercial 
or­ 
chards of the state was estimated at 
66 per cent, seventeen points better 
than in 1925. 
Ben Davis apples de­ 
clined during the month but still show 
the highest condition of any variety. 
Stayman, Rome and Gano Grimes, 
Baldwin and York Imperial are other 
varieties above the general average, 
while Greening and Jonathan were the 
important varieties below the average 
for all. Early apples were below the 
figures of last year and very poor 
prospects are reported for Northern 
Spy, a leading variety 
in 
northern 
counties. 
Prospects are reported highest in 
the southeastern section of the state 
with a condition of 77 per cent. Cen­ 
tral counties follow' with an average 
of 70 and the heavy shipping district 
of Adams, Franklin, York and Cum­ 
berland counties shows a general aver­ 
age identical with that for the entire 
state. 
Western 
Pennsylvania dis­ 
tricts report 59 per cent and the north­ 
eastern section the poorest outlook, 
with 40 per cent condition. 
Virginia expects double the crop of 
last year and the production in both 
West 
Virginia 
and 
M aryland'will 
probably 
show 
relative 
increases 
larger than in Pennsylvania. 
New 
York, however, which expects to har­ 
vest a crop equal to that of all the 
above states combined, will have prac-, 
tically the same production as during 
last year, so that the average increase 
for the entire area will be about 30 
per cent. 
The western boxed apple 
states expect an increase of about 25 


I per cent over 1925 and a slight de-

Adams, known as the leading apple 
producing county in Pennsylvania, is 
expected to display its finest fruit at 
the South Mountain Fair next week. 
With commercial varieties just round* 
ing into perfection for picking, the dis­ 
plays of such apples are visualized as 
greater than ever before at any pre­ 
vious fair in the county. 
In 1923, when the last South Moun­ 
tain Fair was held, the 
display of 
fruit was regarded by experts as com­ 
parable to the larger fairs in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
And with the crops of all 
kinds of fruit larger this year than 
three years ago in the county, the dis­ 
play at the forthcoming fair may bo 
expected to exceed the 1923 exhibition. 
Fifty-four dollars in cash prizes 
and a number of ribbon awards will 
be given first and second winners in 
the fruit department. 
The horticultural display will in­ 
clude apples, peaches, pears, quinces 
and grapes. 
Many of the prize-winning apples 
in the 1923 fair were afterward taken 
to Harrisburg for the 
State 
Farm 
Products show and again won first, 
second and third prizes in competition 
with fruit from all sections of the 
state.

Fruit In Good Condition 
A. Dale KHouse, chairman 
of the 
horticultural 
department, 
and 
in 
charge of the fruit displays, has said 
it was his opinion that the entries in 
various branches of his department 
this year would eclipse anything of a 
similar nature in previous farm ex­ 
hibits in Adams county. 
Mr. Knouse pointed out that the 
fruit is 
exceptionally 
large, 
clear­ 
skinned and free from insects, and 
that the indications were that the crop 
of apples, peaches, pears, quinces and 
grapes would be exceptionally large 
this year. 
One of the largest of the buildings 
at the Arendtsville park has been re­ 
served for the 
fruit display. 
Mr. 
Knouse could not estimate how many 
plates of fruit would be on display, 
but he expressed the opinion that the 
number would far exceed that of two 
years ago when 150 plates were shown. 
The number of exhibits in the fruit 
display will not be known, Mr. Knouse 
said, until the fair opens and all ex­ 
hibits are in place. 
Large apple growers outside of Ad­ 
ams county and fruit judges of State 
College who saw the display of apples 
in 1924 pronounced it the finest ever 
seen in the state. It is the plan of the 
horticultural committee to have this 
year’s exhibit of apples even better 
than two years ago, Mr. Knouse said. 


CATTLE INDUSTRY 
OUTLOOK GOOD 


Predict Higher Prices For Beef 
(attle 
Within 
Eighteen 
Months. 


Washington.—An optimistic outlook 
for the cattle industry is seen by the 
Department of Agriculture, which pre­ 
dicts higher prices for 
beef cattle 
within the next eighteen months for 
both feeders and range producers. 
“An upward trend is probable over 
the next two or three years,” the de­ 
partment says, in a report just made 
public. 
“The numbers of breeding 
stock, of cattle on feed, and of young 
stock seem to be materially lower than 
for several years, so that reduction in 
the market movement is expected. 
“No competition from foreign sup­ 
plies of beef or cattle which would 
affect the situation are seen. Present 
indications are that consumptive de­ 
mand for beef during the next twelve 
months will continue good, although 
no better, and possibly somewhat be­ 
low that of the past year. Increasing 
competition from hogs, especially dur­ 
ing 1927, will also have some influence 
on beef prices. 
“The situation 
in regard to the 
probable demand for feeder cattle this 
fall is uncertain. The margin between 
the present price of feed cattle and 
feeder cattle is exceptionally narrow, 
and the present prospects are for a 
corn crop considerably .smaller than 
last year, but there will be a heavy 
carryover of old corn and the number 
of hogs is still low.

a slight increase in the 
number of hogs to be fed, and a de­ 
crease in cattle available for feeding 
will tend to maintain the price of 
feeders on a level 
slightly

Farmers of State Are Expecting 
to Plant 1,229,000 Acres in 
Winter Grain. 


Pennsylvania fanners state their 
intention to seed a winter wheat acre­ 
age one per cent greater than the 
planting last fall, in reports to the 
Federal-State Crop Reporting Serv­ 
ice, Department of Agriculture, at 
Harrisburg. 
If these plans are carried through 
the Pennsylvania wheat plantings this 
fall will total 1,229,000 acres com­ 
pared with the estimated planting of 
1.217.000 acres in the fall of 1925. 
The intended acreage this fall, how­ 
ever, is actually a trifle less than the 
plantings intended for the fall of 1925, 
with which unfavorable weather con­ 
ditions interfered. 
The average abandonment of wheat 
during the past ten years has been 
2.7 per cent of the planted area. With 
average abandonment this winter, the 
intended seeding would net a harvest 
of $,196,000 acres compared with the 
1.180.000 acres harvested this sum­ 
mer. 
Pennsylvania’s intended wheat acre­ 
age is 8 per cent less than the aver­ 
age fall planting from 1909 to 1913, 
15 per cent lower than the 1914-1918 
average and 7 per cent below the 1919- 
1923 average. It is a 6 per cent in­ 
crease over the planting in the fall of 
1924 of 1,159,000 acres. 
The intended wheat planting in the 
United States is 14.4 per cent greater 
than the seeding last fall, or 45,039,- 
000 acres compared with 39,373,000 in 
the fall of 1925 and 39,495,000 in 1924. 
The intended acreage is 34 per cent 
greater thyi the average pre-war 
(1909-1913) fall sowing; 5 per cent 
more than the 1914-1918 average; and 
one per cent more than the 1919-1923 
average. With average annual aban­ 
donment 12.8 per cent, the intended 
sowings would leave 39,274,000 acres 
for harvest next summer compared 
with 36,700,000 acres harvested this 
year, a 7 per cent increase.

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FARMERS BENEFIT 
BY WHEAT BRANB 


Introduction of ^Pennsylvania 
44” Six Years Ago Brings 
Million More Bushels. 


PREMIUM UST 


State College.—Pennsylvania farm­ 
ers this .year are richer by a million 
bushels of wheat off the same acreage 
than they were six years ago because 
of the now famous “Pennsylvania 44“ 
wheat introduced iii 1921. 
One-sixth of the total wheat acre­ 
age in the state was planted this year j 
with the 
“44” 
variety which 
has 
shown a steady tendency to yield at I 
least five bushels to the acre more, 
than the ordinary varieties grown in I 
Pennsylvania prior to 1921. This es­ 
timate is made by Dr. Charles F. Noll, 
whose experiments here developed the 
new wheat from a single head. This 
year’s Pennsylvania wheat acreage is 
1,180,000 acres, and the State College 
variety was grown on about 200,000 
acres, an estimated yield of over five 
million bushels. 
Since the college distributed 2500 
bushels of the “Pennsylvania 44” in 
1921, enough to sow about 1500 acres, 
farmers of the state have been plant­ 
ing this and other improved varieties 
that have also given high yields. This 
has tended towards more economical 
production of the wheat crop and will 
result in increasing the average acre 
yield for the state. While the college 
wheat no longer can be said to yield 
five more bushels to the acre than 
other Pennsylvania wheat because of 
the almost universal trend towards 
better yielding varieties, a great serv­ 
ice has been rendered 
by the agri­ 
cultural experiment station in paving 
the way towards economic crop pro­ 
duction. 
The new varieties of medium-early 
maturing oats were also introduced by 
the college as the result of Dr. Noll’s 
experiments in 1923, and are now be­ 
ing grown on about 20,000 acres in 
the state. They are known as “Key­ 
stone” and “Patterson.” In 43 farm 
tests last year “Patterson” yielded 
seven bushels more per acre than local 
varieties.

Treat Wheat To 
Stop Stinking Smut 


Due to an unusual amount of bunt 
or “stinking smut,” this year in 
wheat fields in the southern section of 
the state, farmers are advised by thg 
State Department of Agriculture to 
treat their seed wheat. 
Dockage for 
smut infected wheat ranges from 6 
to 12 cents a bushel and it must be 
treated before the grain may be made 
into a good grade of flour. 
As a cheap and easy method of 
treating seed wheat the department 
suggests dusting with copper car­ 
bonate, which does not impair the 
germinating quality of the grain. By 
this method the wheat and copper 
carbonate, at the rate of two to three 
ounces for each bushel of grain, are 
placed in a barrel and thoroughly 
mixed by shaking, rolling or turning 
so that each kernel is dusted. 


ELK ARE LEAVING 
FOREST COUNTY 


Kane, Pa., September 17.—A num­ 
ber of elk which had been seen in 
Forest county in past years apparent­ 
ly have disappeared from the region, 
acqording tq reports 
made 
here. 
While deer are said to be found in 
unusually large numbers, the few elk 
that had frequented the heavily wood­ 
ed territory are believed to have gone 
away. 
Hunters say it is probable that the 
animals left when forest fires swept 
the Elk and Forest county forests 
early this summer. 
They did not 
believe the elk had perished in the 
flames, pointing out that elk are par­ 
ticularly sagacious and would have 
been among the first animals to flee 
the danger.

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Shipment eft Peaches Far 
Abave Averdge For Past 
Four Years, Report Shows 


Orchardists point to tho report of 
the 
state 
agriculture 
department 
which shows that the average ship* 
ment of peaches from Adams county 
during the seasons of 1921, ’22, ’23, 
’24, *25 was just 36 carloads a season, 
while this yew the number will be 
far abb4e the hundred car mark if it 
isn't already. Even the "old timers” 
have agreed that so far as they can 
remember the yield this season has 
never been equaled in the county. 
In quantity, the present yield has 
never been surpassed, but in quality 
there is a divergency of opinion, many 
experts claiming that the fruit this 
year is poorer in taste than in rn 
years, and all because the r«?ny spell 
came along at the wrong time, hold­ 
ing back the ripening of the peaches, 
and then with the sudden 
warm 
spell, they reached maturity so quick­ 
ly that their general good que.'lties 
were spoiled. 
A large number of the orchardists 
state that their fruit is split open,* 
simply because it ripened too quickly, 
and that consequently a large portion 
of it is unfit for the city markets. 
This “splitting” does not apply only 
to peaches, but apples and tomatoes 
are also included, early apples in par­ 
ticular. 
Favorable Comparison 
The past ten days has found more 
than IOO cars of peaches shipped to 
the eastern markets from Biglervill >, 
and there is still almost as large 
a quantity of the late varieties still 
to be shipped. 
While the average 
yearly shipment was 36 carloads, 
orchardists point out that there were 
several “bad” seasons during that pe­ 
riod, thus pulling down the average 
considerably. 
In speaking of the large quantity 
of fruit which is being shipped to tho 
city, one grower pointed out that in 
other years the crops of peaches in 
the surrounding counties and even as 
far away as Virginia were poor while 
the local crop was large, and con­ 
sequently many trucks were usod to 
haul away the fruit, thus reducing the 
shipments by rail, but that this year, 
with a bumper yield in practically all 
sections of the country, the quantity 
to be shipped by train is much larger 
than it would be if the crop was poor 
in neighboring localities.-------- 
Everything Late 
The season for fruit is still some­ 
what awry, the peaches coming about 
two weeks later than normal and ap­ 
ples also behind schedule. This con­ 
dition is not peculiar to Adams coun­ 
ty, but has been true throughout the 
northern states this year. 
According to several fruit and 
vegetable growers, this tardiness has 
made little difference up to the pres­ 
ent time, trouble being expected a 
little later, however, when some of 
the fruit and produce which perishes 
quickly is hit by frost, before it has 
reached maturity. This fear is prev­ 
alent among the growers of late 
peaches who are unable to pick them 
for several weeks yet. 
* 
The packing houses at Biglerville 
have been handling a quantity of 


Soy Bean Hay 
Found To Be 
Good For Cows 


State College, S4pt. 17.—Soybean 
hay proved superior to alfalfa hay as 
a feed for dairy cows in experiments 
conducted at the Pennsylvania State 
College experiment station, a bulletin 
just issued by the station shows. The 
bulletin Is written by S. I. Bechdel, 
who as dairy research specialist con­ 
ducted the experiments. 
Tho experiments were conducted 
over a period of three years, 1923, 
1924 and 1925. During the first two 
years a poor grade of soybean hay 
was fed so the results were favorable 
to alfalfa, which was of good grade. 
Last year, however, very good grades 
of both hays were fed and the soy­ 
bean hay proved slightly superior to 
the other legume. 
“Although the general trend of this 
bulletin is favorable to soybeans as 
a* hay crop for dairy feeding pur­ 
poses,” the author states, “soybeans 
should not be considered a legum inoug^ 
crop that will supplant the use of 
clover and alfalfa, but rather as an 
emergency crop that may be used in 
the absence of either. 
The average 
yields of soybean hay are equal to 
or slightly greater than those of com­ 
mon clovers. 
Alfalfa will yield at 
least fifty per cent more hay than 
soybeans, and alfalfa, as well as red 
clover, affords much less difficulty in 
curing. 
“The soybean does have one big ad­ 
vantage in that it is a summer annual 
which may be easily seeded and grown 
on short notice when poor prospects 
for a clover or alfalfa crop are defi­ 
nitely known.”

BULL CLUBS HAVE 
STEADY GROWTH 


DELAY SOWING TO 


BEAT WHEAT PEST 


Organizations Are Being Started 


in Various Parts of the State 


to Carry on Work. 


State College, PA., Sept. 17.—Bull 
association work in the state Is boom­ 
ing, S. J. Brownell, dairy extension 
specialist of the Pennsylvania State 
College, said today. In a single week 
during the past month four new as­ 
sociations were organized on a work­ 
ing basis and three more were started 
on plans of organization. 
Every one 
of the seven was a Guernsey associa­ 
tion. 
Elk county established two of the 
new groups, McKean county one, and 
Butler one. Jefferson, York, and Bed 
ford counties are the others starting 
plans of organization. 
Butler county, with eight bull asso­ 
ciations, not only leads Pennsylvania 
but holds the 
world’s 
record 
for 
county totals. 
McKean county has 
seven associations and is the only 
county in the United States having as­ 
sociations representing all of the lead- 
dairy breeds. 
Butler 
county 
has 
three Guernsey associations and Mc­ 
Kean county has two. 
There are 48 associations in the 
state which puts Pennsylvania far in 
the lead among the stages in this line 
of dairy improvement work. 
“It takes bulls to make these as­ 
sociations successful,” Brownell de­ 
clared. “We are looking for sires of 
good breeding and from dams With 
good yearly records and of good in­ 
dividuality.” 
In the bull association three sires 
are purchased cooperatively by the 
members. Each block uses a sire a 
prescribed time and then an exchange 
is made all around. In this way then 
each member of the association gets 
the services of good sires for a long 
period at less than the cost of the 
animal. 
The plan has proved very 
successful in Pennsylvania and other. 
states.. 


Some Central Pennsylvania farmers 
like to sow their winter wheat by the 
end of August. 
In most years such 
wheat is likely to be severely injured 
by Hessian fly attacks, according to 
H. E. Hodgkiss, extension entomolo­ 
gist of the Pennsylvania State College. 
This insect works on the young plants ‘ 
and prevents the growth needed to se­ 
cure a good stand. 
Hessian fly damage can be avoided 
by planting the wheat after the adult 
flies have emerged and laid their eggs 
on some other plants. Through a long 
series of experiments conducted by 
the United States 
Bureau of Ento­ 
mology, in co-operation with the vari­ 
ous state agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions, it has been found that there is 
a period during which the flies come 
out and deposit eggs, after which 
they die. 
In Pennsylvania, these dates vary. 
For instance, in Washington county 
the safe planting period usually is 
between September 26 and October 6, 
and in Berks county between Septem­ 
ber 29 and October 9. 
Farmers 
can 
learn 
from 
their 
county agents the estimated safe 
planting dates for this county. It is 
recommended that the dates be ob­ 
tained and followed if damage from 
Hessian fly is to be avoided.

Adams county farmers used 
average of 3.10 tons of fertilizer at an 
aggregate cost of $254,088 in 
1925. 
The total amount used in the county 
last year was 
10,587 tons at 
an 
average price of $24 a ton. 
The fertilizer bill of Pennsylvania 
farmers aggregated over $10,398,999 
in 1925 according to estimates made 
by H. L. Wible, director, bureau of 
statistics, state department of agri­ 
culture. While the total expenditure 
was about $400,000 more in 1925 than 
1924, the 
tonnage 
purchased 
was 
almost 11,000 less, which seems to in­ 
dicate that farmers are buying a 
higher grade of fertilizer and are pay­ 
ing more for it, he says. 
The change to the higher grades 
of fertilizer is probably due in part to 
the recent amendment to the state 
fertilizer law 
which prohibits 
the 
sale of low grade brands. While the 
amendment did not go into effect until 
January I, 1926, manufacturers and 
dealers probably anticipated it and 
made a nearly shift to the higher 
grade fertilizers, states James W. 
Kellogg, director, bureau of foods and 
chemistry. 
The per cent of farmers using fer­ 
tilizer and the amount used by each 
has not changed materially during the 
past year. Department officials point 
out that, in spite of the seemingly 
large expenditure, Pennsylvania farm­ 
ers have depended upon a system of 
crop rotation and livestock production 


extensively in the production of po­ 
tatoes, tobacco abd truck crops.

State Cxdlege, 
Pa.,

Twenty-four 
western 
Pennsylvania 
counties are to have barn improve­ 
ments work demonstrated within their 
borders during the next two weeks, 
E, G. Lantz, of the Pennsylvania State 
College agricultural engineering de­ 
partment, stated. 
The three major 
problems to be solved are lighting, 
arrangement of interior, and ventila­ 
tion. 
Lantz is in charge of the work 
which is a cooperative undertaking of 
the college, the Philadelphia 
Inter­ 
state Dairy Council, and the Portland 
Cement Association. 
Work has been in progress in three 
southeastern counties, Chester, Dela­ 
ware and Lancaster, for the past sev­ 
eral months. 
In these counties 38 in­ 
dividual projects are now in prog­ 
ress. 
Each will stand as a demon­ 
stration of what can be done with the 
old bank bam to make it more con­ 
venient and healthful for dairying. 
Al! of the barns being used wore vol­ 
untarily offered by the owners for the 
demonstrations w'hen 
the 
proposed 
w’ork was announced. 
“Wherever 
we find 
tuberculosis- 
free herds we find a man interested 
in 
ventilation,”
